From the Farmers’ Advocate. 

On more than one occasion atten- 
tion has been called to the provincial- 
ism apparent in the above association, 
which, unless corrected, bids fair to 
alienate Western breeders and their 
sympathetic co-operation. The sug- 
gestion has, indeed, been made by a 
leading Manitoba breeder that a new 
set of records for Shorthorns pe start- 
ed at Winnipeg. We believe that 
Shorthorn interests will be better 
served by ne strong asscciaticn, 
thoroughly national in its character 
and sims. Im the best inierests of 
this great breed, very careful consid- 
eration should ke given to the wesi- 
ern situation, so that unanimity and 
solidarity will prevail.. The associa- 
tion, in the opinion of the west, needs 
new blood and more up-to-date me- 
thods. 

First, we would suggest that the 
annual report and financial siatement 
should be fuller and more explicit, and 
should be bound with or printed in 
the herdbooks each year. Then the 
question might be asked, is it busi- 
nesslike to allow officials in a con- 
cern of the financial standing of the 
D. 8. H. B. A. te collect an clastic 
(or commission) salary, instead of a 
stated ameunt ? Salaried officials 
who have to handle the Association’s 
moneys should be under bonds. The 
question also arises, why did the As- 
sociation take $500 worth of shares 
in an alien exhibition (Chicago) asso- 
ciation? That association having since 
adopted a rule that all exhibitors 
there must become members at $106 
each, $500 is a pretty expensive price 
for the D. S. H. B. A. to pay to pla- 
cate the Chicago. people, and it only 
aifects about thirty Ontario breeders 
at the outside. 

The advertising by the association 
in the Northwest is a sore point with 
western men who bought their stock 
from Eastern men, and have _ been 
subjected to competition as a resuli 
of the use of funds partly contributed 
by themselves, but alloited for such 
purposes by eastern men. This was 
?done in this way :$160 was contribui- 
ed co the Dominion Cattle Breeders’ 
Association towards the wages cf 
man. for the government..car, and 
$390 bo advertising in the Northwest. 
Is this fair? The Western mem- 
bers have been unable hitherto to ef- 
fectually represcnt the west, through 


incés wouid have equitable represent- 
ation on some mutually satisfactory 
basis, and out of the five members of 
the finance and executive commiitee 
there should be one or two from the 
west and one from the extreme east. 
In this way the association will keep 
in touch with the needs of the breed 
throughout Canada and avoid the ap- 
pearance of localism.
